TOBACCO CROP OF 

STATyURMNfi UP 

Fiirly Corn and Tobacco Bitth Rt^ln- 
nlng to "Fire" As Besolt of Long 
Dry Spell Thronakeat 
I he Stat^ 

Louisville, Ky., July 30— The sum- 
mary ot weather and crop conditions 
In Kentucky for the week ending July 
29, 1918. follows: 

Very little rain oaonrrM during the 
week, while temperalbrad were gener- 
ally above, normal ahd sunshine abun- 
dant — conditions 'favorable for com- 
pletion of thresher' and hay harvest. 

Drought Is becoming serious In 
many districts. Early corn and to- 
hnrco are hrginning to "Are" In soine 
plaro'^, and toliacoo is not spreading 
properly on arrnunt of drv wrntlier. 
I. rite corn .'iinl Inle t(il)acco uro still 
(iiiinc well. thouKh tobacco Is irregu- 
lar In size; and are in a good state of 
cultivation, hut need moisture to ac- 
celerate Brovvth Much tobacco is 
near the topping state, but will not 
spread unless rain comes. 

The progress ot all growing crops 
is being checked by dry soli. Mead- 
ows need rain, especially clover, to 
start the aecond growth.: Paatures are 
hecoming short In many sections, os- 
iiecially in the west-central portion of 
the state. Truck and gardens are do 
Ine fairly well, but some vegetables 
are deteriorating, tomatoes being par 
tirularly affected hy the dry hot 
weather iliirini: the week. Many black 
berries were picked, but they are dry- 
ine upon tlic Inishel", and the season 
of ripening has extended over an ex 
ceptlonally long period

All Waste ot Water In Maysville Bust 
Be Stopped at Once or Snpply WOI 
Hot Meet Emei|«aey Deaaala 
In Case ot Bad Fin, 

CapUIn Harrub, United States Baa* 
Itary engineer, here to Investigate the 
city's water system and Dr. i. H. Blco, 
County Health Officer, discovered lata 
Wednesday that the water supply of 
the city of Maysvllle was being ser- 
iously threatened by the inability of. 
the Water Company's pumps to carry 
enough water to the reservoirs to meet 
the big demand made by the people of 
Maysville. 

The condition was immediately 
broimlii lo tlie attention ot the Mays- 
ville Water Company officials who 
have notified all persons that street 
sprinkling must stop and that all 
waste ot water must cease. Notice to 
this effect appears In another part of 
this Issue. 

Realizing the seriousness of the sit- 
uation. Mayor Thomas M. Russell, this 
morning made a personal Investiga- 
tion and Immediately assured the Wat- 
er Company that he would as^t them 
In any way to keep a supply ot water 
on hand. Re says he inteads to see 
that there Is enonCh water In tke re- 
servoirs at all times to protaet the 
property of the city trtnn firs and he 
has ofllclally notlfled all garages aad 
livery barns that the waahlng of auto- 
mobiles must stop until the sltuatton 
1 ; in hand. 

It appears that the Health Officer, 
Covernment Enginoer, Mayor and 
Water Company will reach some so- 
Uitlon of the problem and that Mays- 
ville win not suffer a threateaed water 
famine.

Mayors ot all eitlaa and Judges of 
Kentacky eonntiss i^t be advised to 
make immediate provision for tho 
treatment and oars of looal drug ad- 
dicts; the treasury department will be 
asked for a statement more speclflcal- 
ly interpreting the latest ruling regu- 
lating the dispensing of iiarciitics, for 
the guidance of physicians and drug- 
gists; nil organizations of a charitable 
and public-service character will be 
asked to cooperate In scilvinp problems 
that have come with the new order, 
and the next legislature will be asked 
to enact legislation providing for ac- 
commodations at asylums tbr the 
treatment of drug users. 

These four Immediate stops wore de- 
cided upon at a oonferenoo at the cus- 
tom house In Lexington Wednesday 
participated In by Blwood Hamilton, 
collector of Internal revenue; Thomas 
D. Slattery, of Covington, Vnlted 
Slates district attorney; O. C. Holt, 
of Huntington, W. Va., revenue agent, 
and C. B. Thompson, of Covington, col- 
lector of the Sixth district. Miss Linda 
Neville, district supervisor of the Red 
Cross and long a leader in philan- 
thropic causes, also was called into 
consultation. 

There are no government Institu- 
tions for the treatment of addicts, and 
local arrangements for their care will 
take time. Meantime, physicians and 
druggists are In the dark as to limita- 
tions. In revoking the old law the Su- 
preme court offered nothing In Its 
place. The statement which Collector 
Hamilton asked for by wire this after- 
noon win clarify regulations, he hopes 
and It wlU be given wide publicity. 
The major question Is, may more than 
one dose be prescribed under any eon- 
ditlons whatever? 

The opinion was unanimous that r 
State institution to care for addicts — 
who were regarded as much In need of 
restraint and care as lunltlcs or fee- 
ble-minded persons — was the only sat- 
isfactory solution, but this can not be 
available until the legislature has met 
and accommodations, either in a sep- 
arate Institution, or in connection 
with asylums, have been provided, t'n- 
til such a. time, cities and counties 
must make arrangements to take care 
of resident addicts. It was suggested 
that hospital quarters might be ar- 
ranged, or. In some cases that the hoa 
piui wards of Jails might have to be 
used. 

Collector Hamilton asked the state- 
ment be made that he solicit letters 

from all organizations which could as- 
sist in applying the new order, with 
particular reference to local care and 

tieatment of drug addicts.
